Social security checks for 
August will be delivered on 
Sept. 1 this year which is 
^usually early,” according to 
Donald H. Flowers, Social Se­ 
curity district manager. 
“Checks for a given month 
are usually delivered on the 
third day of the following 
month,” he said. “When the 
third falls on a day mail isn’t 
delivered—a Sunday or a na­ 
tional 
holiday—the 
checks 
are usually delivered a day 
ahead, the second of 
the 
month.” 
“This year Sept. 2 is a Sun­ 
day and Sept. 3 is Labor Day; 
so social security checks will 
be delivered on Saturday, 
Sept. 1. It doesn’t happen 
very often,” he said. 
He said that social security 
checks should be cash ed 
within a reasonable time to 
prevent loss or theft. “ If your 
check is lost or stolen, get in 
touch with the East Liverpool 
Social Security Office at 
once,” he said. “ The check 
can be replaced, but it takes 
time.

carefully when you get it and 
you won’t have to wait while 
it’s replaced.”

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Russia's Allies Gro win g Cynical 


T ime to Stop Ju n ketin g 


We hear much about fix ed costs in the U S. 
budg et, those items that cannot be cut. But we 
don’t heai enoug h about the areas where cuts 
ean be m ade without imp airing the function of 
g ov ernment. 
One of these is cong ressional trav el abroad 
at tax p ay er cost. According to Cong ressional 
Quarterly , a news research org anization. 
$9 55,8 20 in p ublic funds was sp ent by m em ­ 
bers of Cong ress and their aides for foreig n 
trav el in 19 72. 
THE FIGURE 
is the third hig hest total 
since Cong ressional Quarterly beg an 
its 
trav el studies in 19 66. 
The 1971 total of $1,114,38 6 was the hig hest 
in the sev en y ears of record keep ing and the 
$59 1,551 in 19 6 9 was the smallest. 
The study for 19 72 showed at least 233 
members of Cong ress — 51 senators and 182 
re p re se n ta tiv es — trav eled abro a d at 
g ov ernment ex p ense in a total of 328 trip s. 
Sen. Stuart Sy ming ton, D-Mo., defends the 
p ractice and told Cong ressional Quarterly , 
^The Senate is derelict in its duty if it fails to 
take the necessary step s to keep itself fully 
informed about United States activ ities and 
ex p enditures abroad, then rep ort on same to 
the American tax p ay er.” 
There may be a rare occasion when it would 
in the interest of the American tax p ay er to 
foot the foreig n trav el bill for a trav eling 
member of Cong ress, but not often. The 
current junket rate is a disg race and cannot 
be defended on the basis of help ful in­ 
formation funneled to the American p eop le. 
MOST OF THE 
19 72 trip s were to in­ 
te rn ation al conferences. These included 
meeting s of the Interp arliamentary Union in 
Cameroon, Zaire and Morocco in Ap ril and in 


Germany , Italy and Sp ain in Sep tember. 
From Nov . 17 to Dec. 4, the North Atlantic 
Assembly met in Germany . The meeting was 
attended by 21 senators and 13 rep resen­ 
tativ es. 


Rep . 
H. 
Ft. 
G ross, 
R-Iowa, 
told 
Cong ressional Quarterly that ‘‘in v iew of the 
larg e dollar surp lus abroad and the necessity 
for domestic reductions in sp ending , foreig n 
junketing should be eliminated.” 
Numerous bills seeking to do just what Rep . 
Gross has sug g ested hav e been introduced in 
the 9 3rd Cong ress but none has been acted on. 
A p rov ision in one of the bills demonstrates 
just how far the junketing has g one 
it would 
p rohibit trav el outside the United States at 
g ov ern m en t 
ex p ense 
by 
m em bers 
of 
Cong ress who hav e been defeated, or who 
hav e resig ned or retired. 


IF YOU THINK 
that sounds like an un­ 
necessary bit of leg islation, y ou’re rig ht — up 
to a p oint. It shouldn’t be necessary , but it is 
because had the leg islation been effectiv e in 
19 72 it would hav e affected three senators and 
sev en rep resentativ es — all lame ducks who 
went abroad at tax p ay er ex p ense before 
leav ing office. 
Some mig ht tend to shrug their shoulders at 
the nearly $1 million in p ublic funds sp ent by 
foreig n trav eling m embers of Cong ress as 
being an insig nificant amount of total ex ­ 
p enditures. 
We believ e that kind of thinking has had a 
g reat deal to do with our current financial 
p roblems, and so far as we are concerned, 
ev ery dollar of tax money that can be sav ed is 
worth the effort. 
It is time to stop this junketing foolishness.

THE PRESSURE of these 
foreig n failures — and the 
Russian economic bobbles — 
should log ically continue to 
p ush the Sov iet Union toward 
ev en closer relations with the 
United States, assuming that 
log ic 
dete rm in e s 
such 
matters. 
Note these details: 
A series of insider rep orts 
from the Middle East in­ 


dicates Eg y p tian President 
Anwar Sadat’s major ousting 
of Russians some time back 
has been followed by a fur­ 
th er cooling of relatio n s 
between the two lands. The 
Eg y p tians are increasing ly 
concerned ov er what they 
believ e to be Moscow’s at­ 
temp ts at subv ersion of hig h 
officials and an attemp ted 
build-up of antig ov ernment 
cells in Eg y p t. The Russians 
rep ortedly 
are 
more 
and 
more coming to the belief the 
Eg y p tians are a weak reed on 
which to base foreig n p olicy . 
The situation in Iraa is ev en 
worse in a way . The g ov ern­ 
ment is so unp redictable, and 
finds it so difficult to g et 


along ev en with other m ajor 
Arab nations, ¿hat Moscow is 
rep ortedly 
most 
in­ 
comfortable in dep ending on 
the p resent Iraqi g ov ernment 
as an ally . 
THE SOVIET UNION for 
all its ex p enditures in the 
Vietnam war, may be on the 
road to losing a g reat deal of 
its influence 
in 
Southeast 
Asia to China. There has 
dev elop ed a g reat susp icion 
of the Russians, who hav e in 
recent y ears attemp ted to 
p ush a Sov iet-sp onsored SEA 
security alliance. Many local 
leaders see in this Russian 
mov e an attemp t to use them 
in Sov iet 
desig ns 
ag ainst 
China, and additionally as an

In flatio n an d th e Church

Historians may record that 
the most difficult encounter 
for the org anized churches in 
the 19 70s was the battle with 
inflation. Not the strug g le 
S 
ith secularism, not the con- 
ict ov er biblical interp reta­ 
tion, 
nothing 
to 
do 
with 
racism — just the raw fluc­ 
tuations of an economy that 
destroy s budg ets and care­ 
fully p lanned p rog rams. 
Consider this: since Jan. 1, 
19 73, the U.S. dollar has been 
dev alued more than 20 p er 
Cent. For churches with ov er­ 
seas missions funded from 
these 
shores, 
nearly 
one- 
fourth of their actual op er­ 
ating budg et has been sliced 
by dev aluation. In this coun­ 
try , ev ery relig ious g roup of 
ev ery brand and p ersuasion 
is looking at the cost of sur­ 
v iv al and wondering if the 
membership will increase its 
g iv ing by the necessary 15 or 
20 p er cent for the coming 
y ear 
A dedicated church 
member now knows that he 
or she must increase annual 
g iv ing by that amount just for 


the church to stay ev en with 
last y ear, 
THE SOARING COSTS of 
food and fuel — and almost 
ev ery other consumer item — 
hurt the church p rog rams 
and the p eop le it tries to help . 
In such a critical p eriod, the 
relig ious com m unity will 
hav e to ex p and its effort in 
mahy areas. 


(1) Food coop erativ es must 
be started. In many cities 
local churches hav e been suc­ 
cessful sp onsors of credit un­ 
ions for the p oor and de­ 
p riv ed. Group buy ing p ower 
is one way to assist those on a 
fix ed income and faced with 
the p erils of inflation 


(2) Family nig ht sup p ers. 
Thousands of cong reg ations 
hav e ex cellent food serv ice 
p rog rams in op eration. These 
should be ex tended to p rov ide 
the main meal on a daily 
basis for the elderly , the 
sing le, and 
the liv e-alone. 
“ Meals on Wheels” which 
shuttle dinners around for 
those w ho are shut-in, needs a 
massiv e ex p ansion from the 
church base 


(3) Gardens. Most relig ious 
org anizations own ex tensiv e 
real estate. Could this be 
m ade av ailable for neig hbor­ 
ing g arden s? C oop erativ e 
g ardening is a big deal in E u­ 
rop e, with community or­ 
g anizations leasing land out­ 
side of 
major cities 
and 
assisting 
members 
in 
the 
maintenance 
of

Weath er Warn in g s 


' y o u ' r e th in kin g o f p o litics, h o n ey. T h at 
was a 
'T OUCHBACK,' n o t a 'KICKBACK'!" 


Throug h an elaborate sy s­ 
tem of data g athering and 
analy sis the National Weath­ 
er Serv ice keep s close watch 
on weather conditions around 
the world. When dang erous 
conditions dev elop it is their 
job to inform citizens who 
may be affected by the ad­ 
v erse weather. 
In doing so, four imp ortant 
ty p es of messag es can be is­ 
sued by the Weather Serv ice. 
Ev ery p erson should know 
what they mean and take ap ­ 
p rop riate action when they 
are issued on radio or tele­ 
v ision. They include: 
ADVISORY — 
a formal 
.messag e from the Weather 
Serv ice which g iv es warning 
information along with av ail­ 
able details on where the hur­ 
ricane or storm is located, 
how intense it is, where it is 
mov ing and what p recautions 
should be taken. 
BULLETIN — a p ublic re ­ 
lease during p eriods between 
adv isories g iv ing latest de­ 
tails on the storm. The bulle­ 
tin usually g iv es more g en­ 
eral information than the ad­ 
v isory . 
WATCH — 
an announce- 


ment issued whenev er a hur­ 
ricane. storm, tcrnadc, or 
other disturbance becomes a 
threat to a sp ecified area. 
The “ hurricane watch” is not 
a warning ; it indicates that 
the hurricane is close enoug h 
that ev ery one in the affected 
area should listen for subse­ 
quent adv iso ries and be 
ready to take action. A “ tor­ 
nado watch" 
indicates at­ 
mosp heric conditions in the 
area hav e tornado p otential. 
WARNING — 
an official 
announcement issued when a 
h urrican e is ex p ected to 
strike a sp ecified area or 
when a tornado has been 
sig hted v isually or on radar. 
The warning p rov ides urg ent 
information such as location 
and ex p ected p ath of the 
storm. Pre-cautionary action 
should be taken immediately 
when a warning is issued. 


When a shift in the wind 
g av e a weather-bound ship ­ 
master an op p ortunity to sail, 
he had to assemble his crew 
and ask, “ Gentlemen, what 
think y e of this wind’?” If they 
thoug ht it an ill wind the ship 
did not sail. 


attemp t by Moscow to g am 
p olitical dominance in the 
area as the United States 
lowers its stance.

p resident with Fidel Castro, 
there is little ev idence Russia 
or Cuba had much to do with 
Salv ador Allende’s v ictory . 
Chance, of course, has 
some influence ov er a sup er 
p ow er’s relatio n sh ip s and 
successes. But the ev idence 
sug g ests Brezhnev and his 
p redecessors a re larg ely 
resp onsible 
for 
R us s ia ’s 
m ajo r p olitical p ro blem s 
abroad. 
The Sov iet Union has for 
sev eral decades insisted that 
its allies be its p up p ets, their

This basically is what 
turned China off and led to 
the Russian withdrawal of its 
aid and technicians.
